My 
hon. friend, #he ex-Minister of Pub- 
lic Works, made a speech at Bankview, 
Calgary, during the last election, 1 
niay say that this is an extract from 
a verbatim report of the Jlonorablle 
W. H. Cushing's speech, delivered 
Wednesday evening March toth, iin 
the Banteview Presbyterian Church, 
Calgary, and it shows, not only what 
he thowght of the north, but what he 
shought of the Legislature in regard to 
the Great Waterways Ratlway, ) 

Extract from a copy of a verbatim 
report of a speech delivered ‘by thon. 
A. oH. Cushing, Minister of ‘Public 
Works, Wednesday evening, Mareh 10, 
A.D. 1909, in the Bankview (Presby- 
terian church, Bankview, Ward 4, 
‘Calgary, Alta. i 

Mr. Cushing, after dealing at some 
length with the Government Railway. 
Policy in regard to the Grand Trunk 
Pacific an dthe C. N. R. spoke as 
follows: 

“Not only has the government done 
everything to get railway facilities and 
railway comypetition into this southern 
country, but dt has done more. It is 
asststing to buikd a road to the yvorth 
of Edmonton. <A great deal thas been 
said about the road that is not true. 
Mr. Bennett in a speech the other 
evening referred to the act in connec- 
tion with the Alberta and Great Wa- 
terways Railway as hasty and dmpru- 
dent degislation and that the noad was 
to run where there were no people; 
not a stick of timber; no coal, no 
minerals or anything of any ‘kind, and 
thore is wo use pledging the credit of 
the province to build this road. Now 
this is an extraordinary statement on 
the part of Mr. Bennett, but neverthe- 
less untrue. I may say in this re- 
gard that this legislation was prepared 
after niuch thought and careful con- 
sideration on the part of the govern- 
ment, and in this legislation as in all 
acts of the government everything has 


been @one to protect and safeguard the 
inteteste of the people of this pro- 
vince. (Applause). On the route that 
this road will travel adange nunvber of 
people have settled up to and all the 
way from Lac la Biche. ‘The country 
is ‘thickly populated all over the route 
and there are lange areas of timber 
on the dine of that road awhich will 
be available and can be made of great 
value to the rest ‘of the province. 
When this road is completed it will 
open up large areas of ‘timber on the 
Athabasca River, and not only that, 
but it will open up for development a 
large mineral territory where there ds 
money of the bondholders, because 
oil, coal and asphalt. She banks of 
the Athabasca niver for ‘over 100 miles 
is solid asphalt. 

_ “This road, when it is completedjand 
itwill take three of four years to com- 
plete, will open up a wery rich ter- 
ritory in this province, and dt seems 


Jones, that ‘he stands among the high- 
est engimecrs in the Dominion of 
Canada.

Mr. Cross: 1 say it jwould tbe the 
money —of the bondholders, because 
they have invested their money tor the 
purpose of building 350 miles of rail- 
way; they put up their money for that 
purpose, and I say a motion of this 
character has mever been passed by 
any constitutional ove rnment in any 
part of the Bwitish Empire, and it 
would be a disgrace and a shame if it 
should happen din this young Province 
of Albera, because without any ques- 
tion dt svould ruin the credit of every 
bond in Alberta today, (Applause.)

Province of British Columbia vor a 
wreat many years had a good deal of 
trouble in comnection with ther gov- 
ernment, and asa result of vhein tre- 
quent changes of governments and the 
condition of pivblic affairs in that re- 
spect, the credit of their country sui- 
fered, andl say that if a resolution of 
this charaeter was wassed by this Leg- 
jsiature, it would sbe the aorsi blow 
that could possibly happen to the pro- 
vince, andl say this with all due con- 
sideration. i do think that a good 
deal of this criticism which has been 
made by the honorable member for 
Sturgeon could very well have been 
left over untii next year, when the 
company had ample opportunity of 
building. He, has spoken at ‘great 
fengn in connection with the delay in 
building, and said if they awere not 
ready to ‘buikl immediately. 1 am 
very sorry indeed that more road was 
not built this summer, but J say to him 
tha: Governments cannot always have 
everything their own way, and ave can- 
wot thawe everything to suit us. The 
Dominion Government in 1908 guar- 
anteed the Edmonton, Yukon and Pa- 
cific road at $23,000 a amile, and iit is 
not built today. So I do not think 
anyone can claim that we have heen 
too negligent in that respect. Now, 
let me come to Clause 20, which is the 
clause upon which the member for 
Sturgeon bases his contention that the 
Government ‘have the power to take 
over this railroad, and ] hope possibly 
to convince ‘him, although, Sir, J am 
beginning to give up hepe of ever be- 
ing able co convince him of anything, 
that the government has no power un- 
der that Legislation to take over the 


railroad at the present: time. I 
clause of the Act reads as follows: 


20. “The Government shall have the 
‘option of purchasing the entire undler- 
taking cf the Company, including all 
fights, franchises, powers, real and 
personal iproper.y connected with the 
said railway at any time for the then 
fair value thereof as a woing concern, 
such option, however, not to be as- 
signable by the. government.” 

In other words, when this railroad is 
compleed and a going concern, if the 
people of this Province saw fit they 
‘could purchase and take over this rail- 
road. The contention of the thonor- 
Able amcanber for Sturgeon has plainly 
been that it isavot a going concern, and 
yet he wants to confiscate it at the 
present time. 

Now, Sir, I want ¢o come back to 
this matter of specifications, for I] 
think | will -be able to show partially 
why the ex-Minister of ‘Public ‘Works 
becacne confused about this question. 
He said that ‘his Deputy Minister had 
filed certain specifications, and the had 
sent these specifications to the ‘Pre- 
micr and urged them upon his atten- 
tion. Naw, those specificaiions are 
what are called whe minite specifita- 
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‘in connection wi.h the building of a 
railway, and deal with matters which 
fare deal. with by railway companies in 
‘ereatimg with contractors. 1 have no 
quancel pith what Mr, Chalmers or 
Mr. Stocks said in this regard, but J 
want to say What there is where the 
Minister of Public Works confused 
himself. He was confused in his own 
mind between the general specifica- 
tions which are the kind the govern- 
ment 2dopted by order-in-council and 
whe minute specifications which the 
company has ‘brought down within the 
last few days, and wpon which we tiave 
the opinion of our engineer, Mr. Jones, 
that these specifications in connection 
with dae minute works are bevter than 
the specifications which ¢he ex-Minis- 
ter oj Public Works recommended to 
the Premier of this province. 

Mr. Cushing: Where are 
When did you get thei? 

Mr. Cross: We have them here. We 
got then afew days ago, And wy 
should we not? | say to the ex- 
Minister of Public Works that the 
sleowld have read the station better. 
Section 13 of the Alberta and Great 
Watenways Act says: % 

Section 13. “The location, grades, 
the widths and slopes of cuttings, and 
embankments, the plan of bridges, icul- 
verts, buildings and other structures, 
the aveight and section of iron rails, 
and other details of the proposed con- 
struction of the railway mentioned, 
shall be subject to inspection and ap- 
proval by the Government Engineer 
before the commencement of — the 
works as well as after completion.” 

That section docs not refer to the 
general specifications, It refers to 
the minute sipecificacions, which are a 
different. preposition  ecatirely and 
which the ex-Minister of — Publlic 
Works has confused with the wenaral 
specifications. le was ‘bringing to 
the Premier the minute specifications 
which are required by Section 13, and 
he confused these in this own amind 
with the general specifications, which 
were adopted by the govermment, « 
Which were vhe same as were ado 
y whe Canadian Northern, 
amatter af regret that the ex-Minister 
of Public Works did not aniderstand 
the Jegislation which he, as a member 
of the rermnment, had passed. Sec- 
ion 13 says that as to these ntnute 
works they shall be subject. to the in- 
spection of the government enginecr 
before the commencement _the 
works, and they are being inspected 
iby our Government engineer today, 
and ‘he says they are better speciifica- 
mons than those that the Honorable 
ex!Minister of Public Works’ railroad 
engineers ‘brought down. I think I 
have made myself clear on that point 
and J think there is no answer to that 
argument. do think that the Premier 
dealt at full with the draft agreement 
endlosed in Mr. Cushing’s fetter, so I 
will not attemp: to discuss that matter. 
Now, Mm Speaker, I want to say that 
it is mamatter of personal regret ‘to ‘me 
that the Honorable the ex-Minister of 
Public Works (Mr. Cushing) today 
inthis House, made rather an insiau- 
wing statement wegandimg myself and 
when he begins to compare ane with 
a ‘bird of rey, T want to say to him 
wl say it vo this face, that J am not 
afraid to -coinpare my character with 
his in any shape or form. J want to 
say to (him that amy honor and 
wood name ¢s just as sacred to ume as 
is that of any mau in this House, and 
I want further to say to him, Sir, that 
if hechas any change of any kind in 
‘connection with the administration of 
the affairs of this country to make 
against me, I] ask itm to do it as a 
man, and not toamuake insinuations of 
the character wwhieh die chas. (don't 
intend to deal with the ex-Minister of 
Public Works. but I can assure the 
Members of this House that if there 
comes any occasion for so doing ILam 
prepared to deal with him, and deal 
with thim blow tor blow. 

Mr. Bennett: Is hata threat? 

Mr. Cross: Not at all; dust a amild 
sugeestion, ; 

Mr. Cross (continuing): ‘The -ex- 
Minister of Public Works stated that 
the dirs. he heard of the Premion's tak- 
ing over the affairs in connection with 
railways in the provinee into his ‘own 
hands, avas when he theard it in’ the 
Legislature. To owant to say to him, 
Sir, thar the Premier of this province 
announced it-at an interview at which 
he was present, or at deast it was ata 
couneil meeting where it was sugeest- 
ed what the Premier should make an 
announcement as to the railway policy 
of the Administration, and that policy 
was to be taken charge of by the Pre- 
amier’s Departament. THe says he did 
not see it until he saw it in the papers 
two days before the end of last ses- 
sion, and T say he saw it in the papers 
three weeks before that time, He said 
today that che first intimation ‘he got 
was when the Statute Law Amendment 
Act was brought dowa, whereas it avas' 
in the public newspapers some two or 
chree weeks Defore that date.

lime the government of the ‘province 
made the arrangements which we’ 
have made with the ~ Alberta and 
Great Waterways people and with 
the other railway companies. You 
have only to carry your memory back 
a year and a half or two years when 
we in this province were suffering 
from the financial panic which had 
occurred in eastern Canada, and_ in 
thd castern United States, It had 
stretched out also to this western 
Country and through no fault of ours 
we were suffering from that flnan- 
cial panic. The government of the 
day, looking to the welfare of the 
people of this province, and the 
prosperity of every one in this pro- 
vince derided, if that condition. af 
affairs which was then exisung in 
Alberta was allowed to continue in 
the future, we would be. a) govern- 
ment that the people when they had 
an Opportunity of voting us out. of 
power, might seize that opportunity 
and vote us out, and L say, quite pro- 
perly so, 

To continuc, Mr. Speaker, T ask 
what was the condition of affairs in 
connection: with this province at that 
time’. ‘Fake the northern part of 
the province with which I am per- 
haps’ more familiar than the other 
portions (7 trust the members of this 
legislature, and the southern. mem- 
bers in particular will pardon me if 
I refer more particularly to my own 
city and the northern country at the 
present moment), and see what was 
the condition of affairs in’ connection 
with transportation matters here.

P. R, and urged upon him the’ ne- 
cessity of building railways, and I 
say he was willing to build railways 
in the province of Alberta, for he is 
a oman who has always had great 
confidence in the western provinces, 
but he was unable to secure the as- 
sistance of his company in building 
railways throughout country, 
and so, we, as a government, deieded 
as a matter of settled policy that 
we must adopt an aggressive policy 
of railway building, if the condition 
of stagnation was to be abolished. 
And I say to the members of this 
legislature that the fact of our now 
having a time of prosperity and pro- 
gress here today is largely due to 
the aggressive railway policy of the 
Rutherford government: as adopted 
before the last election and since car- 


ried into effect. Delegations were 
coming lo ous trom all over the pro- 


vince, mass mectings were held alt 
over the province to call for rail- 
roads. Everywhere the cry was for 
railroads. The C.P.R. was practically 
alone in this country. Something 
would have to be done if that condi- 
tion of affairs was not to be permit- 
ted to continue for the future. I want 
to point ont in connection with. this 
Alberta and Great Waterways Rail- 
way a fact which I’ think is undis- 
puted, and that is, that while south 
of the Saskatchewan: river, south of 
this river running just past our doors,

Gentlemen, we as a government 
Jed by the Premier of this province

that issue of railways was put before 
the people in most unmistakable 
terms. They were asked to send 
you to the legislature because you 
believed ‘in the Rutherford adminis- 
tration and the Rutherford policy in 
connection with railways. I stood on 
platforms in the province, and in the 
city of Edmonton with my friend, the 
co-member for this city (Mr. Mc-

Now, Mir. opeaker, it 
reier for a short tune to tnis norch- 
ern part of the pyovince, and J want 
to. say here that 1 beleve the mem- 
pers irom the southern part of the 
province are just as much interested; 
have just as much good faith; have 
just as much desire, that this coun- 
iry should advance, as we have who 
tive here. And they will, I am sure, 
excuse me if I refer briefly to that 
part of the country, and speak. in 
connection with it. North of the 
city of Edmonton, after you get a 
hundred miles from here, there are 
practically no homesteads taken; all 
that area of land is practically open 
for homesteading. The odd and 
even numbered sections of that coun- 
try are both open. The C.P.R., as 
you all know, own a great part of 
this province: own very large tracts 
of it, and until their land was sold, 
development was naturally retarded. 
But in this northern part, in tlre part 
through which the Alberta and Great 
Waterways railway goes, all the land 
is open for homesteading. ‘There are 
odd and even numbered sections as 
far as homesteads ure concerned. A 
man can homestead upon cither an 
odd or an even numbered section as 
he sees fit. The result of that is that 
on the opening up of this vast coun- 
try there will be a rush to it such as 
we have never seen in this province 
before, if I am not very much mis- 
taken. Some pople have been in 
the habit of attempting to depreciate 
the mineral possibilities of this nor- 
thern country. I want to ‘say that I 
have lived here a number of years, 
and Ihave had‘absolite proot of the 
mineral wealth of that country. There 
is oil and gas, and there is asphalt 
cnough to supply the whole of the 
Dominion of Canada, Fhe cil te.ds 
are superior to those of California. 


There are mountains of salt; plenty of 
copper, and great prospects of «aif: 


1erent kinds of minerals being found. 
oecause the country north of Fort 
McMurray is a country similar exect- 
ly to what js known as the Zobatt 
country in northern. Ontario. A

I as a Canadian am proud 
of Alberta, because of the fact that 
here we are sitting in the capital of 
this province, three hundred and fifty 
miles north of the boundary line, and 
you have a country three hundred 
and fifty miles still further north.

A great Variety of Resources 

The only timber in this provinee of 
real commercial value is di its north- 
ern part, and there we have ‘timber, 
just as ‘good as in the sister province 
of British Columbia. ach year out in 
that northern country, ‘there comes 
in value of furs, something like one 
million dollars.
